States. It IB a well deserved acknow 
edgement ol tho services of an indn 
trioua and capable official.

important features of the work bei 
done by this department, the artic 
mentions tho following: 


The secretary of agriculture ia not sa 


isfied with wringing from the officials 
foreign nations a reluctant consent to a 
low oar good things to reach their bu 
gry populations; he aims to appeal t 
TQctly to the population themselvGe. U 
til very lately, for example, the nae 
corn anil corn ineal as human food w 
almost entirely unknown in Europe— 
tbo people imagined it was fed to an 
mala only- Mr. Ruik dispatched agen 
to the other side to educate these b 
nigh ted people. The success of the 
agents hae been great. Corn bread 
likely to become as popular on JBnglia 
breakfast tables as muffins and crumpe 
are now; and iu Berlin "corn kitcheni 
have been arranged for, and a mixture 
rye and corn is to constitute the treat 
ration supplied to the German army.

work in the case of a single cereal, iu i 
relation to foreign consumers alon 
The prospects for the future are obvious 
and, as secretary Kuek observes, an in 
c-eaee in our crop exports of only 10 pe 
cent would put ?GO,000,000 a year in th 
pockets of our farmers. The valuo 
our crops for 1891 was $700,000,0( 
greater than it was for 1890. 


Thia is a good showing, but in name 


ous ways the department of agricnltur 
ia working (o make n better and still 
better showing hereafter, not only im 
preying the yield and quality of th 
yield ot laud now under cultivation, bu 
making more land cultivatable, and low 
erlng prices by bringing the farmer am 
consumer into closer relations, and tha 
eliminating tbe hnge profits of tbe nric 
dlenian. For one thing, experiuien 
have been making in sugar manufacture 
with & view to retaining for ourselves tl 
$100,000,000 that we annually pay for th 
imported article. Sugar cane, sorgho 
and beets are the three sources of com 
mercial eugar. 


Tbe department has shown that th 


southern belt of our countiy can proll 
ably produce tbe first, the middle be 
the second, and regions farther nort 
the sugar beets. A process has bee 
discovered whereby sorghum, treatei 
with alcohol, yields double the amoui 
ot sugar that it has been hitherto pass 
hie to obtain from it. Our beet reooura 
are incalculable; andaltogetherthe pro 
perity of home made sugar is nssurec 
Again, a thorough study of forage grasee 
has been made, in order to diacovc 
which varieties are best adapted to give 
oculities, and especially to obtain 
grasa which willllourlsh In arid region 
without irrigation. 
Such a grass has 


seen found ; it IB as good as that in U 
moist lands, though it is slower in r. 
rate of growth. In tho course of n fo 
years millions of acres, now barren, wi 
liavo beeu given to agriculture by th 
discovery, which hut for tlio dcpnrtmen 
of agriculture might never bave boo 
made. Scarcely of lees importance i 
tho investigation of tbe beet mean 
whereby uwarap lands may boruclainiet 
and of tho preservation and distribution 
of forests, so as to both prevent dlsi 
trous floods on the one band and to 
strict arid areas on tbe other."

above coarse drudgery and to win for him 
hours from the day of toil wliiub he may 
use to'read or think, to onjoy his home, 
become acquainted with hie family, bow 
at the altar in prayer, or enjoy the bleS3- 
inga of society; thus does it serve tbo 
best interest of man. 


MACHINERY A CIVILI/.EIt. 


The influence of machinery is forward, 


not backward, for good and not for eviJ. 
If prop3rly used it Hits up but never 
drags down. God made mnn to have 
dominion over tho fields nnd groves, tbe 
eos nnd land, and this birthright of the 
race could never bo secured but by wise 
and well adjusted machinery. Domin- 
ion over these vast plains could not be 
bad were it not for the gang plow, the 
reaper, Ihp header or tho ombiued har- 
vester. How make tbe rockeand foreste, 
navigable waters and stoiray winds aub- 
eeive the interests ot man without tbe 
engine, the sawmill and steamboat? 


Agricultural, milling and other machin-

Our attention is fresh in the ardor of 


creation. 'Iho Wost 6iders arc simple 
enough to believe lhat the theory of 
artificial rain is based upon good pbvsical 
geography principles and natural philos- 
opby. 
One of onr local newspapers 


groping for a footing upon which to base 
an editorial argues that nothing is being 
made in vain. Providence has declared 
tbe hour when man shall wrest rain 
from the rainless aky and make hie 
broad, rich acres produce. 
It ia truo there are thousands of acres 


over there of the very best alluvial soil, 
level and free from alkaloids, but SBdry, 
UDprolific and barren when rain is with- 
held as the uninhabited regions of the 
Sahara desert. On this account there 
arj only * few haidy horny fisted gran- 
ge/a scattered here and lucre over tbe 
broad expanse oi coautry, gambling, as 
it were, witb the weather for a crop. 
This year they will win. hands, down, aa 
tbe rain has been abundant and econom- 
ically distributed. We have quit look- 
ing to see which way the cat will jump. 
We have eliminated the cat. 


But apropos of the subject it ia not 


necessary to discuss the; philosophy of 
producing rain aitinci&lly. Everybody 
knows tbat no two bodies can occupy tho 
eame place at the same time, if one is 
installed the other is displaced. A given 
space filled with aqueous vapor at a cer- 
tain temperature will not bold the same 
vapor at another temperature, hence the 
displacement or precipitation of con- 
densed vapor called rain.

A pretty custom which was at one 


time common in soiuo parts of New 
England was tho setting apart of a "fam- 
ily tree." This tree was not of a dry, 
genealogical kind, but was always ouo 
of tbo finest in tho orchard, selected 
with a view to its applo bearing abilities 
and its beauty. 


In ouo little village many of tbe or- 


chards have trees of-thisdescription, nnd 
tbo older inhabitants can refresh their 
memories as to tlio number of children 
in tbo families which have occupied 
farms at different times, provided tho 
period of occupancy was long enough to 
make tbe sotting up of a "family tree" 
worth while.
